White Eagle in a deaf and dumb 
Indian poet and story writer, who 
Iihh contributed extensively to eant- 
cin newspapers and magazines and 
haa published a book of verse, lie 
is also the owner of a largo ranch 
near Gillette, Wyo , and on a loui 
of the Pacific Coast, which he is 
now making, lie Iiomih leltersof in 
troduction from Acting-Governor 
Chaplin of that State. AnOgallalla 
Sioux by descent, he was bom thir- 
ty eiffkl years ago in Oklahoma, 
then I lie Indian Territory, among 
the Ponca tribe of the Creek Na- 
tion. 

When a lad he carried the 
United Slates mails on horseback 
fourteen miles across the mountains 
from Eufaula, Okla., the town 
near which the Al Jennings gang of 
outlaws was captured. Though 
the country was infested with bad 
men, White Eagle was never mo- 
tested while ho was a mail carrier 
At an early age he began to travel 
with Wild West shows and was 
known as among the most expert 
of thoir exhibition rideris. With 
only a common school education 
and such additional learning as he 
has been able, with his natural 
handicaps, to pick up from the white 
people, he began writing a few years 
ago, and hasalieady enjoyed grali 
fyiug success. 

\ man often spends a lifetime of 
hard work and experiences many 
disappointments, keen and biltei, 
before reaching fame; but fame 
once reached is deathless. This 
was brought home to me by my 
recent visit to tlio home of Hie late 
Joaquin Miller, California's great 
poet, in I lie hills near Oakland. 
And by a glance at his life history. 
It is a place where one might ex- 
pect a poet of his style to build I is 
home. The wonderful view from 
the hills, the thousands of trees, 
hundreds of which were planted in 
the form of a gieen cross by the 
hand of the poet; the mountain 
Mowers, the birds, the great quiet, 
the wooded lavines and cool springs 
truly inspire a poetic nature

realizes the thought and interest 
given the famous of our land. I 
saw people arriving by fool and hy 
auto practically every hour in the 
day. And they come not only Proa 
every Slate in the Union, but fiom 
foreign lands as well. Not tin* 
least interest in llie beautiful spot 
attaches to the poet's wife. Mrs Ab- 
ide and their daughter, Juanita, a 
cohered, blight nature woman. 
They are hospitable and kindly. 
Juanita recites her father's verse, 
sings aud helps to make the visit 
one of pleasure to last a lifetime. 

Joaquin Miller was a great trave- 
ler, as he was haul and persistent 
worker. A lover of the simple in 
life A seeker after the just and 
the true, lie was a part of the life, 
he exemplified in his verse — in his 
inannei of life and in Insdiess. Ten 
yeais he spent in Kurope. lie hud 
traveled in China, Japan, South 
America and Mexico, yet he loved 
the West, whose history helped to 
make with a law book, two long 
barreled revolvers, a rifle and a 
bowio knife. And California he 
loved best of all. 

There are a number of collages 
on the heights built by the poet. 
One was for his mother, who died 
at the age of 90 years, one for his 
wife, and one for his daughter, 
.Juanita, who confessed that her fa- 
ther was i he only man she has ever 
loved And there are a number 
of stone monuments which the poet 
built with his own hands fiom 
stones dug up fiom the hillside 
llr also built a pyre from which his 
ashes were scattered to the winds

The San Francisco and Oakland 
papers have had long accounts, 
slating why Douglas Tilde d has 
given up art to be a machinist. 
Declaring that he has been forced 
out of the field of art by lack of 
appreciation, Tilden has laid down 
the chisel and mallet of his life- 
work t become a machinist in San 
Francisco He now arises early 
every morning in Oakland and 
crosses the bay. At the machine 
shop he dons his mechanic's apron 
and labors with a chisel ovci a lathe 
for eight hours. 

Aftei the great calamity of 1906, 
the Volunteers' Monument was sol 
up on tne oomei of Market Si nut 
and Van Ness Avenue. This was 
the last one of Tilden's mosi noted 
pieces of art. Brer atom then be 

lias not done anything of note in 
sculpture except one design — a 
memorial to Fire Chief Sullivan 
who died in the 1906 fire in San 
Francisco. 

The firemen of the city have 
raised a fund foi the const ruction 

of a monument in the center of t he 
ferry loop on Market Si reel.

oreise. 1,'isl month lie obtained 
employment as a machinist. He 
can be as good a machinist as ho is 
a sculptor. His skilled hands, 
delicale touch and keen eyetlghl lit 
him for the lighter mechanical arts. 
While in school he carved some line 
pieces oT wood. lie used to be 
cxpeit with carpenter's tools like 
his giandfalhei Tilden says he 
has not given up sculpture, as he 
hopes belter days will come. 
" War, automobiles and economic 
unrest," he says," are responsible 
for the Indifference maelfeeted In 
art " 

The San Francisco OhroniljU of 
Febtuary 1st states in part as fol- 
lows : 

Anyhow, one if the most remark 
able effect! of the suppression of 
our local habits has been theaban 
doninent of art for wholly mechanic 
al pursuits hy tile man who was pro 
bably the most uift"d sculptor in 
our city — Douglas Tilden, who is 
now working on a lathe in a local 
factory — and another, that veieian 
painter Stanley Rubens, who is now 
working an elevator in a downtown 
OffltM building. 

Douglas Tilden, though deaf and 
dumb, has a genius that soared 
above Ihe terrible handicap of 
nature, and he won world-wide ic 
nown by his achievements. In stone 

In the new conditions, 
with this country richer than ever 
before in history, but with eeerj 
effort of law and industry directed 
to material efficiency and Ihe sup 
pression of every temperamental 
instinct excepl those derivable from 
the movies and speed in locomotion, 
noliody dreams of festering real art.

Forty days ago, this interesting 
blind and deaf young lady was a 
star actress at the Davis Theatre in 
Pittsburgh. Her eminent teacher, 
Miss Sullivan, was with her on the 
stage while for less than an hour she 
repeated to Miss Keller the questions 
asked by the large audience. She 
answered the questions distinctly, 
sensibly and humorously. Though 
not hearing, she caught the questions 
from the lips of her teacher with her 
fiugers to her lips. She said "the 
words flew against her hand like 
little birds." Miss Keller posed 
for a number of evenings as a popular 
performer. In June she will be forty 
years of age. 

Born in Alabama in 1880. Her 
parents were intelligent farmers in 
good circumstances and with rather 
a famous Swiss (far off) heredity. 
She was boru with all her senses 
complete — a healthy child. By a 
serious illness, when a year and a 
half old, she lost her sight and hear- 
ing, much to the grief of her parents, 
who for years did everthing they 
could to restore her lost faculties, 
but without success. Not until she 
reached the age of seven years did 
her education begin that ultimately 
restored her mind and soul and en- 
abled her to become what she now 
is — equal and even superior to many 
educated talented young ladles who 
are hearing aud seeing and speakiug 
scholars. At the first, Dr. Alexander 
Graham Bell was one of the interest- 
ed scientific persons who found for 
Miss Keller a very highly educated 
instructress, then an expert in teach- 
ing deaf-mutes. Her patient efforts 
marvelously successful, after 
many days spent in teaching Helen 
to grasp the idea of language for 
communicating thought to herself 
and others. Not until a dash of cold 
water forcibly struck her face did 
she grasp the thought of words for 
things. From that moment she 
eagerly wanted to learn aud know the 
name of every object she touched. 
Her progress In understanding our 
wondrous world and humanity since 
then has been marvelous. She unit- 
ed with a magnificent constitution 
and braiu a passionate enthusiasm 
for knowledge. 

Without trespassing upon time 
and space respecting this interesting 
life of Miss Keller, suffice it to say 
that step by Step she gallantly as- 
cended the hills of learning in a 
brave and undaunted manner, despite 
almost uusurmountable obstacles, 
and to the wonder of all her friends 
and instructors. She visited city 
after city and state after state with 
her teacher. At the age of nineteen 
years, after having taken the regular 
preparatory school studies, she tri- 
umphantly entered Radcliffe College, 
Cambridge, Mass., from which she 
later graduated. It would be im- 
possible to tell in one paper the 
long list of her accomplishments — 
seven or more languages, mathe- 
matics, nature studies, ancient and 
modern history and literature. 
Nearly all our familiar authors, far 
and near, poets and novelists, have 
been read by Miss Keller. It 
would be invidious to attempt to 
state what she does not know, deep- 
ly or casually. The famous 
"Admirable Crichtou, " or any 
other genius of song or story, could 
>-clv in- said to excel this blind 
and deaf lady ; showing the marvel 
ous ]Miwer of the human mind to at- 
tain greatness and goodness by 
Clod's grace. 

The transformation of blind and 
deaf mutes into normal citizenship 
and equality, is one of the history of 
the greatest wonders in the history 
of humanity. The last century has 
glorified itself, in what noble men 
and women have done for the deaf- 
mutes and blind. 

America has eclipsed every other 
civilized nation in what she has 

done for Deaf- Mutts and the Mind 
during the past century. Laura 
liiidgcinan and "Helen Keller are 
notable examples of the benevolence 
of Dr. Howe, Dr. Peet, Dr. Graham 
Bell, I>r. C.allaudet and others, to- 
wards the unfortunate "Children of 
Silence" of other and dark days. 
Christ's words that the Apostles of 
Christianity will do greater miracles 
than He did; as time rolls around, 
now seems fulfilled Helen Keller's 
achievements are an incentive to all 
young people (with or without all 
their "five senses") to progress 



onward and upward in that develop- 
ment that leads towards Happiness 
and Heaven. Miss Keller loved the 
words: "He restoreth my Soul," 
in the 23d Psalm.

i. I am in favor of liberal methods. 

2. I believe from the bottom of my 
heart in fitting the method to the 
child,- rather than the child to the 
method. 

3. I believe that there are many 
oral failures among our deaf children. 

4. I believe that one of the reasons 
for oral failures is poor teaching, 
another is poor grading, and that a 
well organized oral school with capa- 
ble head and skillful teachers and 
careful management should turn out 
many good pupils. 

5. I believe that methods do not 
make brains. The fact that natural 
ly intelligent children make good 
progress under any method' is not 
necessarily proof that that method is 
the best. The real test is whether or 
not they have made the progress 
they should have made with their 
native ability. 

6. I believe that the manual 
method has not a fair opportunity 
in some of our schools today, because 
only the laggards, the mentally 
weak, and pupils who enter school 
at an advanced age, are assigned to 
manual classes. Besides, these 
classes are often too large and badly 
graded. If it is further true that in 
some of the schools the members of 
the manual classes are looked down 
upon by the rest of the pupils, this 
is very unfortunate. 

7. I believe that it is very well, 
and probably the best plan, to give 
all the children a fair trial, orally, 
extending over two or three years 
with the younger ones, and if possi- 
ble^ under conditions where the 
children will use speech extensively 
outside of the class room. I believe, 
however, that orally taught children 
who are not making proper progress 
should be picked out from time to 
time and taught manually under the 
most skilled teachers, in small class- 
es, properly graded. This is their 
right in no way to be denied. My 
opinion is that probably one-third of 
our children should be so taught. 

8. I believe the years lost in early 
training under wrong methods can 
never be made up to the children. 

9. I believe that it would be a 
great advantage to the pupils before 
they have graduated to have a free 
use of the manual alphabet 
and the sign language, aud to have 
lectures from talent outside the 
schools, also their own literary 
meetings, religious services, etc., 
through the medium of signs and 
spelling. 

10. I believe the biggest needs 
in our schools today are for better 
trained teachers, better paid teach- 
ers, smaller classes, and the proper 
provision for first-class instruction 
by manual methods I might add, 
also, the absolute removal of our 
schools from political control aud 
the recognition that they are strict- 
ly educational institutions. 

11. . I believe that legislation 
demanding narrow methods of in 
struction is wrong, because of the 
general principle that the method 
should be fitted to the child. It is 
particularly wrong for State Insti- 
tutions, which must take in every 
deaf child and do the best possible for 
him in a given period. I have hopes 
that there will be a time when scienti- 
fic tests will be applied to the pupils 
in our oral classes, which will deter- 
mine whether they are making pro- 
per progress under such conditions ; 
and when they are not, that all such 
children will be transferred to man- 
ual instruction. I hope that the time 
will come when all of our State 
schools will mantain really first-class 
manual departments, whose teachers 
aud pupils and activities will be look- 
ed upon as just as important as those 
of any other department. — Dr. Perci-

A g*bat FRiBND of the Deaf has 
passed away. The Reverend Charles 
Augustus Stoddard, D.D , entered 
into life eternal on Thursday, June 
third, 1920. 

Throughout more than half a cen- 
century, Rev. Dr. Stoddard exerted 
a potent influence in the affairs of 
the New York Institution (Fanwood) 
fur the Instruction of the Deaf and 
Dumb. He was active in its inter- 
ests, well informed about its needs 
and aims, and a vigorous protagonist 
in whatever concerned its welfare. 

On the 10th of June, 1862, he was 
elected a member of the Society of 
the Institution. He became a Di- 
rector in May, 1868, and from 1874 
to 1888 was Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Board. He 
was elected President of the Board 
of Directors (succeeding Judge 
Enoch Fancher) in the year 1900, 
and continued to exercise the onerous 
functions of that office until 191 8, 
when he voluntarily retired, but 
continued as a member of the di- 
rectorate. By special enactment of 
the Directors he was made Emeritus 
President of the Board — touching 
evidence of the high honor and 
esteem in which be was held by his 
colleagues on the directorate. 
Right up to the time of his death 
he was in regular attendance at 
Board meetings and was keenly 
interested in the business transacted. 
Altogether, he served the uplift of 
the deaf, through his connection 
with the Board and Society, fully 
fifty eight years. 

Dr Stoddard was married in 1859 
to Miss Mary Prime, daughter of 
Rev. Dr.|Samuel Irenseus Prime, of 
the " New York Observer," a re- 
ligious and secular weekly. He be- 
came a member of the editorial staff 
of that paper. In 1869 be was as- 
sociate editor, and in 1873 became 
part owner. On the death of Dr. 
Prime, in 1885, he became editor-in- 
chief and continued In that capacity 
for seventeen years, relinquishing 
his arduous tasks iu 1902. 

Besides being a director of the 
New York Institution, he was Presi- 
dent of Canton Christian College, 
China, and the American Seamen's 
Friend Society, this city. He was 
the Vice-President of the American 
Foreign Christian Union and the 
American Tract Society. He 



was 

Honorary Secretary of the Evan- 
gelical Alliance. 

He was a member of the Inter- 
national Law Association and the 
American Oriental Society, Univer- 
sity and Authors' Clubs. 

Dr. Stoddard accomplished much 
in the line of literary achievement. 
He wrote a special page in the New 
York Observer for about twenty 
years, which were signed " August 
us," and were most charming and 
diversified in topic and treatment. 
And in addition to this and his con- 
stant service as a pulpit orator, and 
the calls on his time as an advisor in 
charitable, and philan- 



thropic organizations, he wrote 
many books of travel, some of which 
are: "Across Russia from the 
Baltic to the Danube," "Spanish 
Cities, with Glimpses of Gibraltar 
and Tangier," " Beyond the Rock- 
ies," " A Spring Journey in Cali- 
fornia," " Cruising Among the 
Caribbees." 

Charles Augustus Stoddard, born 
Mary 28, 1833, son OI Charles Stod- 
dard, of Boston, Mass, and Mary 
Noble Porter, of Williamstown, 
Mass. 

Charles Stoddard was the son of 
Solomon Stoddard, of Northampton, 
Mass., whose ancestor, Rev. Solo- 
mon Stoddard was pastor of the 
church in Northampton for sixty 
years, and was the grandfather of 
Jonathan Edwards. The family 
were directly descended from An- 
thony Stoddard, freeman of the 
town of Boston in 1630, who held 
many positions of trust in the colony. 
Colonel John Stoddard, the son of 
Rev. Solomon, born in 168 1, was 
commissioned colonel in 1728, and 
was the chief director of civil and 
military events in the western part 
of the New England colony till his 
death in 1748. 

Charles Stoddard went from 
Northampton when he was twelve 
years old, and became a merchant in 
Boston, where he lived for nearly 
sixty years. He held no public 
offices, but was a deacon in the Old 
South Church and its treasurer for 
thirty years, the chairman of the 
Prudential Committee of the 
American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions, and a trustee 
of Williams College for a similar 
period. He traveled extensively in 
Europe, and had correspondence 
with foreign missionaries in many 
lands. He died in 1783, at the age 
of threescore years and ten. 

Mary Noble Porter was a daughter 
of Hon. Daniel Noble, of Williams- 
town, a lawyer and graduate of 
Williams College, of which he was 
also a trustee and treasurer. She 
first married Professor William 
Augustus Porter, of Williams Col- 
lege, who left her a widow with one 
child, a daughter, in the second year 
of their marriage. 

Two years thereafter she married 
Charles Stoddard, with whom she 
lived for more than forty years, and 
whom she survived twenty years, 
dying in her ninetieth year. 

Charles Augustus Stoddard was 
the only son of his parents He was 
born in Boston and educated in the 
Adams Grammar School and at the 
Public Latin School from 1845 to 
1850. He entered Williams College 
in 1850, and was graduated in 1854 
with the degree of A. B. While in 
college he was president of the Adel- 
pbic Union of the literary societies of 
the college, before which Union he 
delivered a poem ; he received the 
rhetorical prize in his jnnior year; 
was one of the founders and editors 
of the " Williams Quarterly Maga- 
zine," which, for eighteen years 
thereafter, was the literary organ of 
the students ; was president of the 
Lyceum of Natural History and a 
member of the Phi Beta Kappa 
Society. 

After his graduation he became 
a teacher at. Philips Academy, 
Andover, Mass. He then went to 
Europe and the East, where he 
remained two years, traveling and 
studying, spending the winter of 
1855-6 in the University of Edin- 
burgh and Free Church of Scotland 
Theological Seminary. Returning 
to the United States, he studied at 
Union Theological Seminary, from 
which he was graduated in 1859; 
he was ordained, September 1st, 
1850, pastor of the Washington 
Heights Presbyterian Church, of 
New York City, and remained its 
pastor for twenty-four years. 

Dr. Stoddard left four daughters, 
Mrs. Frederick Jennings Parsons, 
Mrs. William M. V. Hoffman, Mrs. 
Stuart Duncan, and Mrs. Albert 



The funeral service was held on 
Saturday, June 5th, at two o'clock 
in the afternoon, in Rutgers 
Presbyterian Church, Broadway and 
73d Street, which was attended by 
many distinguished citizens and old 
friends of the deceased. The New 
York Institution was represented in 
its Board of Directors, its Principal, 
and several of its teachers, and also 
by twelve cadet officers of the 
School's Cadet Battalion.

The "Fraternival" opened Sa- 
turday night, May 29th, with an all 
star vaudeville bill in the $50,000 
club house of the Silent A. C. — 
where all the events of the three 
days were staged.
